2. The reissue oath/declaration filed with this application is defective (see 37 CFR 
1.175 and MPEP § 1414) because of the following: 

The Oath and/or Declaration filed 1 1/25/03 is defective because it identifies that claims 
1-7 are directed to method claims and the reissue now adds claims 8-21 . However this 
is incorrect in that there is another preliminary amendment also filed 1 1/25/03, which 
cancels claims 1-21 and adds new claims 22-57. The Oath appears to be the Oath filed 
in the parent reissue application 09/573,884, which included claims 8-21 . Because the 
only pending claims in this application are 22-57 the Oath that was filed appears to be 
defective because it makes no reference to the current claims and fails to identify at 
least one error for filing this reissue. 
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3. Claims 22-57 are rejected as being based upon a defective reissue Declaration 
under 35 U.S.C. 251 as set forth above. See 37 CFR 1.175. 

The nature of the defect(s) in the Declaration is set forth in the discussion above 
in this Office action. 

4. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
malting and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

5. Claims 22-57 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to 
one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, 
had possession of the claimed invention. The claims contain language that is not 
supported by the originally filed specification. Claim 1 includes language directed 
"recording a time trace of said heart", "heart wave index", however there is no support in 
the specification for "a time trace". In claim 42 there is language directed to "a time 
trace", " a parabola", "regression analysis", "a set of goodness of fit parameters", which 
all lack support in the originally filed specification. Further many of these terms are 
indefinite in that it is unclear what the limitafions of such terms are in ascertaining the 
metes and bounds of the claim language. These are only a few examples of language 
that is not properly supported.
